1. KOPPEL, ABC-TV FROM JERUSALEM: HAKS MISSION IS NOW 
12 DAYS OLD AND RUNNING INTO STORMY WEATHER. WHEN HAK LEFT 
ASWAN LAST FRIDAY THERE WAS A SENSE OF MOMENTUM. EGYPTIAN 
OFFICIALS WERE ALMOST BLATANTLY OPTIMISTIC, ATLEAST IN 
PRIVATE. HAK'S PUBLIC STATEMENTS SUGGESTED THAT A BREAK- 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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THROUGH WAS POSSIBLE, AND SENIOR U. S. OFFICIALS WERE 
TELLING NEWSMEN THAT THESE NEGOTIATIONS WERE APPROACHING 
A CRITICALJUNCTURE, AND THAT ISRAEL WAS NOW FACING A CRUNCH. 
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OVER WEEKEND, HOWEVER, ISRAELIS HAVE ADROITLY TURNED THAT 
AROUND. THERE IS NO SUGGESTION OF A BREAKTHROUGH TODAY. 

U. S. OFFICIALS ARE GLOOMILY PREDICTING THAT SHUTTLE AT 
LEAST HAS ANOTHER 10 DAYS TO RUN AND THERE IS NO EASE IN 
ISRAELI WILLINGNESS TO GIVE UP THOSE STRATEGIC MOUNTAIN 
PASSES OR OILFIELDS IN SINAI. INSTEAD ISRAELIS HAVE 
ELECTED NOTION OF A 30 MILE WITHDRAWAL IN SINAI, NO OIL 
FIELDS, NO PASSES AND THEY WANT HAK TO FIND OUT WHAT CON- 
CESSIONS EGYPT IS WILLING TO MAKE FOR THAT. 

2. KALB, CBS-TV FROM ISRAEL: NO ONE IS POUNDING TABLE 
OR RAISING HIS VOICE BUT TALKS HERE IN JERUSALEM HAVE BEEN 
VERY TOUCHY. HAK MET WITH PM RABIN ALONE AND THEN WITH 
THEIR TOP AIDES THIS MORNING AS HE DID LAST NIGHT AND HAK 
WILL CARRY ISRAEL'S LATEST IDEAS FOR A SINAI AGREEMENT 
BACK TO EGYPT WHERE HE WILL PRESENT THEM TO SADAT PROBABLY 
THIS EVENING. ISRAELI LEADERS SAY THEY WANT AN AGREEMENT 
BUT NOT AT ANY PRICE, AND THEY INSIST THAT IF THEY ARE 
GOING TO GIVE UP TWO STRATEGIC PASSES IN SINAI, SADAT 
WILL HAVE TO GIVE UP MILITARY OPTION AGAINST ISRAEL. 

RABIN TOLD HAK THAT ISRAEL DOES NOT EXPECT INSTANT PEACE 
BUT IT DOES EXPECT MOVEMENT TOWARD PEACE BASED ON MUTUAL 
ACCEPTANCE ONE STATE BY THE OTHER. SADAT THEY THINK WANTS 
AN AGREEMENT TOO. IN FACT HE HAS ALREADY ACCEPTED IDEA 
OF A SEPARATE AGREEMENT WITH ISRAEL PUBLICLY CONTRACTED. 

BUT ISRAELIS THINK HE HAS NOT GONE FAR ENOUGH TOWARDS 
MEETING THEIR DEMANDS FOR NON-BELLIGERENCY. A LARGE GAP 
REMAINS ON THIS KEY POLITICAL ISSUE. IT MUST BE SOLVED

ISRAELI SOURCES SAID GAP STILT. EXISTS BETWEEN TWO COUNTRIES

S- MCNAMARA, CYRUS R. VANCE. ZBIGNIEW BZEZINSKI, A SOVIET 
EXPERT FROM ACADEMIC COMMUNITY... 

IMPRESSION GIVEN THIS CORRESPONDENT WAS THAT HAK WAS PRE- 
PARING HIMSELF FOR FACT THAT HIS TIME WAS RUNNING OUT AS 
SECRETARY OF STATE. CERTAINLY HE SEEMS VERY RELAXED ON 
THIS TRIP NOW IN ITS 12TH DAY-SO RELAXED THAT SOME SUSPECT 
HE MAY BE PLAYING A ROLE... 

AT 

SEVERAL STOPS, DIPLOMATS HAVE ASKED MEMBERS OF HAK PARTY 
WHETHER HE WOULD CUT TRIP SHORT TO RETURN TO WASHINGTON

PLEDGED BOTH EGYPTIANS AND ISRAELIS TO SECRECY ABOUT

BUT WHAT FAHMY OR HIS ASSOCIATES TELL AN AMERICAN NEWSMEN 
SEEMS TO HAVE ONLY REMOTE RELEVANCE TO WHAT SADAT MAY BE 
TELLING HAK IN PRIVATE. IN FACT, THERE IS REASON TO SUSPECT 
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THAT THEY MAY BE TELLING AMERICAN NEWSMEN ALMOST OPPOSITE 
AT TIMES. 

FOR INSTANCE, AT VERY TIME SADAT WAS GIVING HAK SOME FORMU- 
LATIONS TO TAKE TO ISRAEL, HIGH EGYPTIAN OFFICIALS WERE SAY

CLEARLY, EGYPTIAN SIDE WANTS ITS ARAB ALLIES TO BELIEVE THAT
